SEGNI HEADS 
NEW ITALIAN 
GOVERNMENT 


HOME (AP) — Antonio Segni 


was sworn in today as head of 
Italy's government. 


His Cabinet was made up en- 


tirely of members of his own 
Christian Democrat party, which 
has less than a majority in Parlia- 
ment. Promised right-wing * sup- 
port from Liberals and Monarch- 
ists made Segni virtually sure of 
winning at least his first vote of 
confidence, 
probably 
within a 


week. 


President 
Giovanni 
Gronchi 


swore -Segni into office after ap- 
proving his cabinet lineup. 
. Segni needed no parliamentary 
vote of confidence to assume of- 
fice. But late this week or early 
next both the Chamber of Depu- 
ties and the Senate must approve 
the Cabinet. Failure to get this 
would force him to resign. 
.The 68-year-old leader's Cabinet 


is limited to Christian Democrats 
only. The party, although Italy's 
largest, is 26 votes short of the 
299 necessary for a majority in 
the Chamber of Deputies. It falls 
•four votes short of a Senate ma- 
-lority. 


The Liberals, ft right-of-center 


group with 4 seats 'in the Senate 
arid 17 deputies, have agreed to 
back the Segni government on the 
first confidence votes. The new 
premier is expected to pick up 
the nine additional necessary dep- 
uties from the 23 Monarchists in 
the chamber.

Dems Pledge Full Measure 
Of Cooperation on Foreign 
Policies During Emergency

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate 


Democrats promised today a full 
measure of cooperation with the 
Eisenhower administration on for- 
eign policies during Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles' illness. 


S e n a t e Democratic Leader j 


Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas said | 
after a conference with Chairman 
J. William Fulbright (D-Ark) of 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
that Democrats will do everything 
they can to help keep administra- 
tion foreign policies intact. 


"It will be the policy of the ma- 


jority to advise and consult with 
the administration in every possi- 
ble way in an attempt to help 
them develop a strong, positive 
foreign policy," Johnson said. 


Sens. John Sparkman (D-Ala) 


and Mike Mansfield (D-Mont), 
other members of the committee, 
made similar'pledges in separate 
interviews. 


Dulles, in Walter Reed Army 


Hospital, starts this week a series 
of radiation treatments for can- 
cer. The new- malignancy, an- 
nounced Saturday, was discovered 
after a hernia operation Dulles 
had undergone the day before. 


The State Department said Sun- 


day that Dulles' condition "con- 
tinues satisfactory." During the 
day-the secretary talked for about 
15 minutes with Acting Secretary 
of State'Christian Herter. 


Herter, returning Saturday night 


from a South Carolina vacation, 
told newsmen he would accept ap- 
pointment as secretary of state if 
•President Eisenhower asked him 
to. 


Eisenhower said Saturday that 


Dulles would continue on the leave 
of absence he obtained to undergo 
the operation and said "I will, of 
course, be in close touch with him 
constantly." 


Dulles' doctors,-meantime, gave 


him-a'fighting .chance to recover 
enough -from the cancer to re- 
main on the job at least part time. 
They took 'the view it is still too 
early to tell what course Dulles' 
illness may take, especially in a 
man of, his 'strength and will pow- 
er. Although Dulles will be 71 this 
month, he resumed a full work 
schedule after a cancer operation 
in 1956 and has battled off other 
illnesses since then.

Four of the dead were children. 


The head-on collision occurred 
seven miles south of here in the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley, prac- 
tically on the Texas-Mexico bor- 
der. 


Muddy r e s c u e workers pried 


and tugged for more than an hour 
to remove nine bodies from one 
crumpled automobile. 


Highway p a t r o l m a n M. L. 


Dailey said the speedometer on 
the car of John T. Closner, a 
father of eight, was struck at 80 
miles per hour. Closner was trav- 
eling east and the other car west, 
Dailey said. 


Details of the crash, which 


killed every occupant of the two 
cars, were meager. Tom Handy, a 
nearby resident, said he stepped 
onto his porch about the time they 
collided. 


"It just happened so fast, . . all 


I know was that one car was go- 
ing east and one west," Handy 
said. 


Domingo Cantu, Handy's neigh- 


bor, said he "heard something go 
boom real loud."

Labor Chiefs 
Meeting in 
Puerto Rico

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 


—AFL-CIO leaders gathered to- 
day in this Caribbean resort to 
plan how to combat unemploy- 
ment back on the mainland and 
how to capitalize on the favora- 
ble political complexion of Con- 
gress. 


The union chiefs, here for their 


winter meeting, cheered advance 
word from Washington that legis- 
lation they long have wanted is 
about to be introduced to raise 
the $l-an hour minimum wage to 
$1.25. 


Members of the AFL-CIO Ex- 


ecutive Council were less commu- 
nicative on what they may do 
about a second snub from Presi- 
dent Maurice Hutcheson of the 
Carpenters Union to their request 
to explain his refusal to answer 
questions of the Senate Labor- 
Management Committee. 


This is the second time Hutche- 


son, a council member, has failed 
to answer an invitation from the 
group to personally explain ques- 
tioned expenditures of his union as 
well as his indictment in an Indi- 
ana land scandal. 


The labor leaders were torn be- 


tween wanting to keep their anti- 
corruption drive in high gear and 
the fear that if they administer 
a public spanking to Hutcheson, 
he will make good a dare to pull 
his 850,000-niember union out of 
the AFL-CIO. 


George Meany, the AFL-CIO 


president who is directing the fed- 
eration's ant i-corruption drive, 
was delayed in arriving 
from 


Washington by a cold. But Meany 
was reported not willing to lose 
the Carpenters from- the AFL-CIO 
family as happened when the fed- 
eration -ousted--the -Teamsters Un- 
ion. 


Boosting the amount and cover- 


age of the federal minimum wage 
long has been an AFL-CIO goal. 
Union leaders-said they expected 
that a bill to be introduced today 
in the Senate and House would 
provide the $125 hourly minimum 
and would also extend its protec- 
tion to nearly nine million persons 
now exempt. 


Conference on 
Independence of 
Britain's Colony 


LONDON (AP) — The heads of 


the Greek and Turkish communi- 
ties on Cyprus arrived in London 
Sunday for the formal talks to ar- 
range independence for Britain's 
east Mediterranean colony. 
. About 4,000 Greek Cypriots gave 
Archbishop Makarios a resound- 
ing welcome as the bearded lead- 
er arrived at London Airport from 
Athens. 


About 200 flag-waving Turkish 


Cypriots were on hand when Dr. 
Fazil Kutchuk flew in from Ni- 
cosia and Ankara. 


Makarios and Kutchuk will sit 


down Tuesday with the foreign 
ministers of Britain, Greece and 
Turkey in a parley to draw the 
final terms, for the conversion of 
Cyprus into a republic. 


Makarios was exiled by the 


British from Cyprus in 1956 be- 
cause he refused to disavow the 
terror campaign oi the EOKA un- 
derground.

Governor Calls Legislative 
Leaders to Hear Tax Report 


'-HARRISBURG. '(AP)" — Gov. 
Lawrence's Tax Advisory Com- 
mittee t o d a y recommended in- 
creasing the 3 per cent sales tax 
to 3% per cent as the cornerstone 
of a 400 million dollar tax pack- 
age. 


The committee also proposed 


that the sales levy itself be ex- 
panded to include across-the-bar- 
sales, trade-in values on automo- 
biles and other appliances, electric 
and Telephone bills, utility main- 
tenance equipment and tools and 
repair and service charges. 


This package of sales tax chang- 


es ^would yield an additional 284 
million dollars if enacted before 
April, the committee said. 


It also called for revival of the 


one cent a bottle -soft drinks tax, 
a 25 per cent levy on cigaxs, pipe 
amd chewing tobacco, a six-null 
personal property tax., 


The sales tax currently is at 3 


per cent and the cigarette tax at 
five cents a pack. The corporate 
net income tax is 6 per cent but 
was scheduled to drop to 5 per 
cent at the end of the year. Tne 
cigarette tax was to drop a penny 
on June 1. 


Lawrence appointed the 12 mem- 


bers to the committee last Decem- 
ber. 


At his press conference last 


week, the governor said he hoped 
the committee—made up of busi- 
ness, labor and government in- 
terests—would come up with a 
unanimous report. 


A boost in Pennsylvania's sales 


tax would make the Common- 
wealth's levy one of the highest 
in the nation.

Heroin Valued at 


$3,660,800Js Seized 


NEW YORK (AP)—Federal and 


city narcotics agents held 27 per- 
sons in custody today after a se- 
ries of raids that uncovered what 
the officers said was the second 
largest amount of heroin ever 
seized in the United States—more 
than 32 pounds of it. 


The value of the pure heroin, 


after being cut and sold to ad- 
dicts and pushers, was estimated 
at 53,660,800 by Inspector Edward 
Carey of the Police Narcotics Bu- 
reau. 


Authorities started the lightning 


raids at 8:30 Saturday night, and 
continued until 5 a.m. Sunday. 
Raids were made in Manhattan, 
the Bronx and Queens, and agents 
reached out into Long Island and 
New Jersey to round up suspects.

States, Britain and 


France proposed to the Soviet Union today that a four-power 
foreign ministers conference on Germany be convened this spring 
with German advisers present. 


A preference was expressed for late April or early May as 


the meeting time. 


This is the first tune the Western powers have called for In- 


clusion within the conference room of representatives 
from 


Communist East Germany and Allied West Germany. 


While they would have the role of advisers, the step could 


prove to be a historic move toward some compromise on the 
problem of reunifying Germany.

FBI on Trail of 
Fugitive Using 
Plane and Cars 


BURLINGTON, Vt 
(AP)—The 


hunt for one of the nation's 10 
most wanted criminals fanned out 
from northern Vermont today aft- 
er the fugitive landed a stolen 
plane here and fled in a stolen 
car. 


The FBI Sunday night said 


Frank Lawrence Sprenz, 29, of 
Akron, Ohio, stole the plane in 
Scranton, Pa., Friday night or 
early Saturday, and made a crazy 
landing at Champlain Airport, just 
outside Burlington. 


The single engine Cessna tipped 


over in the snow and was badly 
damaged. The FBI said Sprenz 
walked away from the plane, and 
made his way to Winooski about a 
mile away. 


In Winooski Sprenz went to a 


used car lot and told the owner 
he was interested in buying a car. 
The dealer gave him a car to try 
out and Sprenz has not been seen 
since. 


Sprenz has been sought since he 


broke away last April from an 
Akron jail where he was serving 
time for armed robbery.

PITTSBURGH (AP)—Gov. Law- 


rence wound up a one-day sur- 


i vey of flood stricken communities 
, in western Pennsylvania with a 


j promise to press for quick con- 
struction of Kinzua Dam. 


The proposed flood control dam 


at Kinzua near Warren would 
harness waters of the Allegheny 
River. The federal government al- 
ready has made money available 
for initial consturction work, but 
the project has been delayed by 
legal action started, by the Seneca 
Indians. 


The governor Sunday visited 


Meadville, Sharon, New Castle, 
Kittanning, Freeport and other 
communities along streams that 
left their banks in Januay. 


At Sharon, Mayor Michael J. 


Dunn proposed that the state con- 
tribute about 5 million dollars to- 
ward construction of a proposed 
28-million dollar flood control dam 
on the Shenango River at Sharps- 
ville. 


The governor said he will ask 


the state Justice Dept. to look into 
the possibility of needy communi- 
ties being given aid from $800,000 
in emergency relief funds l e f t 
over from a 1955 appropriation for 
flood damage in the eastern part 
of the state. 


Lawrence started his tour at 


Meadville after motoring there 
from his home in Pittsburgh. He 
told newsmen:

HARRISBURG (AP)—Business 


is already hoisting the danger1 
signals on taxes—even before Gov. 
Lawrence's Tax Study Committee 
has made a report. 


It is delighted by the new tax 


climate created during the ad-' 
ministration of former Gov. Lead- 
er and wants it continued. 


For example, the Pennsylvania 


State Qiamber of Commerce put 
out a special report noting that 
new industry is now moving into 
the state with the understanding 
that the tax improvements would 
be retained. 
' 


But, reading between the lines, 


you can detect a fear that the 
Lawrence tax group may come 
up with an idea of expanding the 
3 per cent sales tax to hit ex- 
emptions enjoyed by business. 


It will be a Solomon's choice 


for the Tax Study Committee and 
later on for the Legislature. 


There is a general agreement 


that some of the exemptions in 
the sales tax will have to be re- 
moved if the 
commonwealth's 


1959-61 budget is to be balanced. 


But will they be exemptions in 


behalf of business? Or those that 
now benefit the direct consumer? 


A public utility like your light 


company is free from paying any 
sales tax on material it buys in 
producing power. A fanner is ex- 
empt from the levy on such items 
as feed and fertilizer. An appliance 
manufacturer doesn't pay a sales 
tax on the steel he uses in making 
a refrigerator. 


On the other hand, Mr Average 


Taxpayer gets a free sales tax 
ride when he buys a suit of 
clothes His wife pays no sales 
tax on the food she buys at the 
supermarket. 


The money that can be raised 


by removing these exemptions is 
considerable. 


And, 
when the hammer falls 


later in tfiis session of the Legis- 
lature, there's going to be an eye 
cocked on the political picture. 
Lawmakers hate to vote for taxes. 
When forced into a corner, many 
of them will choose a course that 
will hurt them least-politically. 


That's why a big organization 


Eke the State Chamber of Com- 
merce is already sounding a warn- 
ing that a new tax load on busi- 
ness will hurt industry. Corpora- 
tions have fewer votes than di- 
rect consumers. 


The chamber points out that 


taxes on business are responsible 
for 30, per cent of the common- 
wealth's revenues—higher than 
any other state in the nation. 


The sales tax, considered a con- 


sumer tax, yields 23 per cent of 
the state's income. That's far low- 
er than states like California (45 
per cent), Illinois (43 per cent), 
Michigan (41 per cent) and Ohio 
(32 per cent).

Available in County 


Asst County Agent, Elaine 


Schlosser, reports that the For- 
age Testing- Service of the Penn- 
sylvania State University is 
now available to farmers in 
Warren County. This new pro- 
gram features roughage anal- 
yses a n d suggested feeding 
programs for sheep and swine, 
as well as dairy and beef cattle. 


Sample cartons, forms and 


sampling devices can be obtain- 
ed at the County Agncultmal 
Extension office located in the 
C o u r t h o u s e 
Annex. Any 


type of 
hajr or 
silage will 


be tested. In addition, grains 
and home or custom mixed 
grain mixtures can be submit- 
ted for crude protein and fiber 
analyses. 


Schlosser explains that this 


new service will operate in a 
manner similar to the present 
soil testing program. Full use 
of the Forage Testings-Service 
can substantially increase re- 
turns on most dairy or livestock 
farms thiough improved nutri- 
tion and more economical feed- 
ing of farm animals.

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AN UNFLAGGING SPIRIT 


It is interesting to note Secretary of State 


Dulles, undergoing treatment for cancer, dis- 
covered as a result of an operation for hernia at 
the Walter Reed Hospital. Bethesda, Md, last 
week, finds his prestige among some of America's 
foreign friends higher than it perhaps has ever 
been. 


His recent labors on his European tour, aimed 


at developing a united front between Brtain, 
West Germany, France and the United Slates on 
the Berlin and general German Question, have 
helped to persuade Western leaders of his solid 
devotion to their cause. 


Dulles often has been the butt of criticism 


from our allies, and it is hardly fair to say he is 
their favorite secretary of state. 


Nevertheless there has been a slowly growing 


appreciation of his dogged, Spartan efforts for 
peace. And it is further recognized that he is not 
only his own secretary of state but is the fount of 
American foreign policy. 


No replacement, however talented and wise, 


could likely fill his shoes at this important turn 
in East-West history. Not only Americans, but 
Britishers. Frenchmen and Germans hope for 
_Dulles' swift recovery. 


Whether the illness of Dulles will delay a pos- 


sible foreign minsters meeting with the Soviet 
Union is still to be determined. Some officials say 
it would not necessarily have that result. 


The prospect has been that a foreign minsters' 


meeting would be held probably in Geneva or 
Vienna in late April or May. 


Should Dulles' condition resist treatment and 


make it necessary for him to remain inactive, 
the circumstances on the diplomatic front could 
force President Eisenhower's hand as to whether 
Dulles should continue as secretary of state or 
not. 


The President's statement over the weekend 


carefully avoids any suggestion of any other out- 
come than radiation treatments or possible fu- 
ture surgery. 


Authorities recognize, however, that if Dulles 


.-emains incapacitated in the final period of pre- 
paration for a meeting with the Russians, the 
President will face a very difficult decision as to 
whether he can afford to send an acting secre- 
,a.ry of state to the conference table.
